In evert 
branch of manufacture cast iron is being driven 
out by wrought iron and steel. Every bridge 
that goes down in a wreck of lives and prop- 
erty is found to have cast iron members. Every 
bursting cannon which slays its friends rather 
than its enemies is made of cast iron. Lvery 
leaky furnace which poisons a household with 
its noisome gases is found to be made of the 
same cheap, unreliable material. Improved 
methods of manufacture have made steel and 
iron plate, of first quality, less expensive than 
cast iron formerly was, and it is plainly in 
accord vith progress in other directions that 
there should be progress both in design and 
the material of furnaces for warming oar 
homes, churches and schools.

As I read it I sold. "Anywhere but under 
a patent tombstone." 


There are quite as many curious coffins as 


there are tombstones, and the grave-robbing 
of A. T. Btewnrt brought dowrian avalancte 
of patent coffliis. These are of all materials, 
and Borne of them have patent burglar 
alarms conneciied with them so that the body 
snatcher who attempts to open them is sure: 
to be caught by the keeper of the cemetery 
or to be frightened away. 


Allied to these are the processes of em- 


balming, and several years ago a letter was 
received by the bureau asking for a patent 
for a new method of taking care of dead 
bodies. This patentee Bent a dead baby em- 
balmed by his process as a model, and he 
oskod that this model should be placed In 
one of these gloss coeeeand kept on exhibi- 
tion. It Is needless to say that the request 
was refused. 


There are all kinds of patents here for the 


Kick as well as the dead; and there are enough 
patent beds for invalids to stock a city hos- 
pital. One invalid's bed has a model of a 
man in it, and this man is about six inches 
long. He has the rosiest of cheeks and the 
most luxurious of long mustaches, and ho 
looks quite comfortable as be lies behind the 
glass covered with dust. Another bed is 
placed in a room surrounded with wire walls 
to keep out the flies. It is labeled "Patent 
Ply Protector," and there ore beds here that 
fold up into a size small enough to put into a 
Saratoga trunk, bods that can be turned into 
choirs, and dozens of different patents for 
beds which outwardly look like bureaus, 
mantels and oil paintings, and which, by the 
touch of a spring, fall down with sheets, pil- 
lows and clothes all ready for use.

The question was asked by one old fanner 


who stood by tho false tooth case of this 
patent office with his carpet bag in one hand 
and bis other one clasping tbe lapel of his 
coat in order to support his wrinkled faced 
wife who was upon his arm. There were 
hundreds of sets of false teeth lying before 
them, mounted in all shapes and forms. 
Some of them were of porcelain, others hod 
tho dull white of ivory, and not a few looked 
like the tooth of animals remodeled. They 
grinned almost ghastly as tho rurotist and 
bis wife looked at them.

There are thousands of sewing machine 


patents hero, and some of the models turn by 
hand ant] some are supposed to run by steam. 
The oldest patent ia dated Feb. 31,1843. It 
was given to a Washington man named 
Greonop:h, and it looks like a section of the 
Now York elevated railroad.

patent tawing machine is labeled ?'a sewing 
engine." It looks as though it might makoa 
wire fence instead of sew cloth, and it waa 
pawnted in tbo days of President Tyler. It 
was not till a decade later Wmt tho practical 
sewing machine was invented, and the instru- 
ments out of which Howe and Singer made 
their machines may hero bo seen. They had 
years ot trouble before they were able to 
introduce thora, but they .made fortunes out 
of their inventions before they died. 


The patent office is in tho interior depart- 


ment, and tiacrotary Vilas is its commandor- 
in-euief. Tho man who runs the bureau, 
however, is Benton J. Hall, of Iowa, who is 
commissioner of patents. It is before bun 
that all patent coses are tried, and ho has con- 
trol o£ everything connected with inventions. 
There is a big corps of clerks in this patent 
office, and tho scenes connected with it are 
worthy cf notice. There is a restaurant here 
containing two long tables. Tho cooking for 
Ike lunchers is done on gas stoves, and I noted 
that tho men sat at one table while tbo women 
took possession of tho other. I visited it to- 
day. Tho hour was between 12 and 1 o'clock, 
and the halls were filled with clerks going 
this way and that, going to and from their 
lunch. Many of them were patronizing the 
milk dealer of the patent office, and the favor-

glass of milk. I found that lunching was 
going on throughout the different offices, and 
just behind tbo bustle case in tho model room 
there was an old colored woman with her 
head in a pitcher out of which she was drink- 
ing as I went by.
